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Society History 


At this point perhaps it may be opportune to present a brief history of 
the Victorian U.F.O. Research Society. 

The earliest U.F.O. group to form in Australia was the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Bureau” under the direction of Edgar Jarrold and Andrew Tomas, 
in the early 1950s. At the same time, Fred Stone inaugurated the “Australian 
Flying Saucer Research Society” in Adelaide. After approximately two 
years the Bureau closed down and was regarded as a branch of the 
“Australian Flying Saucer Research Society” under Andrew Tomas. This 
shortly broke from Adelaide and became the “Australian U.F.O. Investigation 
Centre” with Dr. Clifford at its head until 1958, when the Presidency 
passed to Dr. Lindtner. 

The “Australian Flying Saucer Research Society (Victorian Branch)” was 
formed on the 17th February, 1957 as a branch of the “Australian Flying 
Saucer Research Society” and later that year was re-organised as the 
“Victorian Flying Saucer Research Society” with Mr. Peter E. Norris L.L.B. 
as President. In 1968 the name was again altered - this time to the 
“Victorian U.F.O. Research Society”. 

During this time, the Society has published various papers and is probably 
best known for its publication Australian Flying Saucer Review, curtailed in 
1972 due to high costs and subsequently superseded by the Australian 
U.F.O. Bulletin and at one stage sponsored and produced a quarter-hour 
program on a Melbourne radio station under the heading of “The Truth 
Behind Flying Saucers”.

The Society had held a dispassionate attitude on U.F.O.s, claiming it is a 
scientific problem deserving closer attention. It has also met regularly in 
General Meetings and maintains the largest U.F.O. library in the Southern 
Hemisphere, making books available by post, to members throughout the 
Commonwealth. 


Membership of this Society - which maintains the largest membership of 
any U.F.O. organisation in the Southern Hemisphere - is open to all who 
are genuinely interested in the subject. 
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During +he Sixteenth Century, there was a 
group of Philosophers who met regularly to 
discuss subjects which were- at that time 
considered Taboo. Those : way out 1 subjects 
later became scientific facts As the group 
became more "Respectable", the name was 
changed to the Royal Society, 

The venue of the Victorian U.F.O. Research. 
Society is in the hell of. the Royal Society 
of Victoria where VUPORS members assemble to 
discuss the UFO subject which is, to many 
people, still considered Taboo.' 

Those members who attend cur General 
Discussions realise they are welcome to have 
their say and participants are- free to 
present their theories, conjections and 
postulations. As we proceed to study the 
phenomenon of UFO's, these ideas become very 
thought provoking and our attendance is on 
the increase. 

Members who have never attended a Discussion 
Night, don't'know the interesting view¬ 
points they are missing and pierhaps, among 
those who have never attended our comfortable 
venue there may be the one person who lias 
the Missing ?ink or at least another piece.of 
the puzzle which could.solve the 'riddle of 
the skies 1 .

ARE ANIMA L MUT ILATIONS AMD UFO'3 RELATED?

Animal mutilations are commonly reported in the United States. 

Since some of these mutilations have occurred during periods of UFO activity, 
a number of ufologists believe such cases are associated with UFO's. But 
is there actually a !, TJFO Connection'.'’? 

During the early 1960's, the U.S. Supermarket Tabloid MIDNIGHT (now 
called The Globe), published an article concerning an alleged disappearance 
of sheep and cattle from a station in the Northern Territory. Not only, 
according to the story, had the animals disappeared, but the family was 
missing as well. 

Richard Hall, who was at the time Associate Editor of NICAP's 
publication. The UFO Investigator, sent a copy of Midnight to VUF0R3 for a 
'folbw-up 1 , which was carried out. We found that there had never been 
such a property, nor family by that name in the area and even the photo 
published in that magazine had been associated with other photo cases 
elsewhere. 


Recently there was extensive press coverage of a story originating 
near Adelaide, South Australia, concerning nysteiy deaths of animals, but 
again, no confirmation. Apparently the interest had been aroused by an 
anonymous caller on a talk back program, soon after the release of the new 
book 'Aliens over the Antipodes 1 , which emphasises the theory of UFO related 
m-.fcilations. 

However, there are still animal mutilations and deaths which 
remain a mystery. Some have been found dead with blood drawn from wounds 
as if by a vacuum pump while from others, organs have been removed in an 
unusual manner. Helicopters have often been reported in the areas in which 
these deaths have occurred. 

During 1967, a horse named 1 Snippy ! was found in such a condition on a ranch 
in the Western United States. Ever since that time we have questioned 
Victorian farmers while investigating flaps in their area, as to whether or 
not, anything out of the ordinary happened to their livestock. 

The only unusual action among these domestic animals has been the common 
animal reaction or panic, when a UFO is nearby. The same type of reaction 
experienced throughout the world. Victorian farmers are known to be very 
attentive to their livestock, and when an animal requires attention, a vet 
is quickly.summoned, so anything untoward would be immediately noted. 

Victoria has had as many UFO flaps as most areas in the United 
States and as many or more, cattle or sheep in areas of similar size If 
mutilations are UFO related, whv no mysterious deaths in Victoria? 

During my tour, through North America this year, an advisor 
mentioned to me that the pattern now emerging indicates that many such . 
mutilation cases have been found downwind of locations where atomic materials 
are utilized. This postulation lends itself to the possibility that 
government agents are checking the effects of radiation on livestock near 
these sites. 

It should be pointed out that this explanation may be more 
plausible that the UFO related hypothesis for the following reason: Nuclear 

energy is barred from Australia except for experimental purposes. 

Mutilation incidents have occurred primarily in countries where nuclear 
energy is used. The UFO problem is world-side - the mutilation problem is 
not world-wide, why not?

About 1o^O pm on 9th March, 1967, Patrolman William 
Fisher of Moline, Illinois, filmed a UFO which was an identical 
twin to the object photographed by Roy Manifold as it sped out 
of the water near Cape Otway lighthou.se, on 21st Oct. 1978, just 
21 minutes before Frederick Valentich flew over the same area, 
prior to his mysterious disappearance while reporting the approach 
and description of an unidentified flying object» 

The similarity to the Bass Strait Photo has been pointed 
out to a number of advisors who agree that the resemblance is 
amazingo Even more remarkable is that the object is very similar to 
one filmed off the coast of New Zealand just over two months 
after the Valentich Encounter.. 

During his visit to the United States in 1979, Paul 
Norman submitted the Manifold photographs to William H. Spaulding, 
Director of G.S.U., for computer analysis, where all modes of 
computer analysis were used to gain data on the unidentified object 
including edge enhancement, colour contouring, digitizing and 
filtering,. 

The analysis revealed a highly reflective area at the top 
of the image„ Based on the computerized data of the pictures, the 
consensus of the technicians was that the image represented a 
bonafide unknown flying object, of moderate dimensions surrounded 
by a cloud-like vapour residue„ 

The filming of the UFO by Patrolman William Fisher, in 
1967 was witnessed by several other observers. Fisher described 
the object as being shaped like a football with a reflection like 
polished metal surface. The object was viewed for a few minutes 
before disappearing. 

The photos are reproduced to show members the 
remarkable resemblance which helps to confirm that the strange 
encounter of Frederick Valentich was with a mysterious object 
similar to those reported throughout the world.

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ON THE U.F.O. TRAIL

The month of May, 1984, found me in California catching up 
on correspondence that was awaiting my arrival there. Still fresh in 
my mind was the official admission of UFO reality by the British 
Department of Defence, Although the release stated the Ministry 
was not suggesting the unknowns were extraterrestrial, an English 
official pointed out to me that they were not suggesting they were 
not extraterrestrial either, which stands to reason if they are 
unknown; how do we know where they are from. 

The indications were also obvious that the Rendlesham 
Porest incident and difficulties the American officials were facing 
concerning Freedom of Information disclosures, regarding not only 
that case but others as well, had a direct bearing on the British 
Department's decision to make a public disclosure which could well 
be the beginning of a gradual revelation of information in U.K, 
Government UFO files. The cases selected for release as of March 
4th, 1984, were minor when compared to themuch more outstanding 
cases known to be in official UFO files. 

I was surprised after arriving in the United States that, 
as of May 1984, no major newspaper had published the British 
admission. Even more surprising was it to learn the suppression of 
the UFO Nev.'s was in spite of the fact that the release was on 
American press wires. 

The primary objective of my 1984 visit to the United States 
was to check further into the intrigueing case of Pat McGuire, the 
Wyoming rancher who, after an alleged abduction, was told by aliens 
where to find water on his desert ranch where scientists declared no 
water was possible. It was later proved however, that their 
"scientific" data was incorrect. 

Pat McGuire dug where he was instructed and found water in 
an unbelievably narrow underground channel. If he had missed the 
spot by less than one-half metre he would never have found the source 
with sufficient water supply that could supply about the same amount 
that is consumed by Laramie, Wyoming! Fat then constructed an 
elaborate irrigation for his ranch. But his fortune was not to last. 

Soon afterwards, mysterious visitors tried to pressure Pat 
into saying his contact with Aliens was a hoax, to which Pat refused. 
Soon after the visits his expensive irrigation system was sabotaged. 

During previous years I have made three visits to this ranch 
located about 50 km from Laramie and have observed the damage, which 
is a major factor in leaving Pat McGuire heavily in debt. Further 
confirmation has been given me by the Attorney who is representing 



McGuire„ The Attorney's office has been broken into twice and is 
also experiencing difficulties from officials„ After one last 
desperate effort McGuire tried to sell the rancho That attempt was 
also blocked. These difficulties indicate that unusual experiences 
should not be made public because so often they result in problems, 
ridicule and loss of friends. Prom time to time we discover people 
with strange experiences and they cannot be blamed for their desire to 
keep these events confidential. However, confidentiality is too late 
for Pat McGuire. 

So it was with much interest that Melbourne Herald Teleguide 
of October 13th 1S84, listed Channel 7's program titled " That 1 s 
Incredible" was to feature "A Wyoming farmer claims that occupants of 
a UFO instructed him where to dig for water". VUFOR*.s Committee was 
standing by to record the programme. The programme was changed! 

I enquired of Channel 7's programme director who would give no reason 
for the substitute. It is a known fact that people such as Philip 
IClass in the U.S. and others in Australia discourage such programmes. 

This may, or may not be, the reason the programme of the 
"Wyoming Parmer" was not shown. I am requesting our Victorian 
members to not only phone or write the Channel 7 programme director 
to screen this programme but request their friends to do so as well! 

Let's show Channel 7 that a sizeable number of Victorians are 
very much interested in this programme.

Unidentified Flying Objects are re¬ 
ported to effect the operation of elec¬ 
trical devices and do strange things to 
animals and humans. People say they 
were frozen in their tracks and unable 
to move a muscle while a UFO hovered 
overhead. Mean guard dogs cower and 
whimper Radios and television sets 
malfunction. Car batteries boil over and 
go dead. Some UFOs leave a record of 
their visits by burning and scarring 
plants, animals, and humans Witnes¬ 
ses say they could “feeT the field emit¬ 
ted by the UFO. 

Author J.M. Buehring, writing in the 
British 'Flying Saucer Review’ listed a 
number of UFO incidents where this 
invisible field was reported. His oldest 
report dates back to 1935 in Ireland, 
w;th others coming from England, 
Russia and the United States. 

Afarm worker in Brazil encountered 
a disc shaped object hovering over the 
road. Three small beings then appear¬ 
ed on the road in a beam ot red tight. 
The worker tried to throw his knife at 
the beings but it was deflected by an 
invisible field. Then one of the beings 
pointed a rod at him, knocking him 
unconscious with a beam of whitish- 
blue light. 


A Russian spotted a domed object 
hovering over a held next to the road. 
Inside he could see three “pitots” work¬ 
ing a* a console. When he got within 
twenty-five yards of the object he was 
stopped by an invisible barrier, causing 
him to black out 

An Englishman encountered a large 
submarine shaped object over the 
Winkleigh airfield. When he tried to get 
a closer look he encountered a barrier 
that he described like trying to walk 
into a cushion. He said he could actual¬ 
ly lean on it. Finally, the UFO took off 
straight up. After it was gone he found 
his wristwatch had lost 20 minutes. 

A Russian ground-to-air missile In¬ 
stallation was reported to have fired on 
a disc-shaped object hanging motion¬ 
less at 20,000 meters altitude. AH the 
missiles exploded harmlessly before 
reaching the UFO. Then smaller discs 
swooped down causing a powerfaiiure 
at the whole installation. 

Accounts from other parts of the 
world are similar. While some individ¬ 
uals suffer minor injuries, the force field 
seems to be pad of a protective mech¬ 
anism; not intended to be used as a 
weapon. Perhaos when we humans 
learn how to operate these force fields, 
we will no longer need to live in fear of 
attacks by aggressive groups or nations 
Maybe we should observe the UFOs 
more closely.

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Weather baiiopn out of Texas 
perceived as UFO in Mississippi 


JACKSON, Miss. (AP) - The uniden¬ 
tified flying object sailing high in the 
sky over central Mississippi was noth* 
ing more than a weather balloon. 

But the mysterious floating object, 
which st 130.000 feet up expanded to 
the size of “a football field and half/ 
scared the daylights out of at least 50 
people who phoned the National 
Weather Service in Jackson and sev¬ 
eral more who called the Federal Avia¬ 
tion Administration. 


The Jackson office identified the ob¬ 
ject as a high-level weather balloon re¬ 
leased earlier in the day from a federal 
weather, study facility at Palestine, 
Texas. 

Thc'bal-oofn. which moved east with 
the upper level winds, was especially 
visible as it. reflected sunlight into the 
evening. 


A spokesman for the National Scien¬ 
tific Balloon Facility, which is oper¬ 
ated by the University Corporation* for 
Atmospheric Research in Boulder. 
Colo., said the balloon expanded to 18 
million cubic feet before it was brought 
down, 

Ty Sigler, an electronics technician, 
said the balloon had been launched at 
the Texas facility, which is halfway be¬ 
tween Dallas and Houston. 

Sensitive instruments attached to the 
balloon measured ozone concentrations 
for use in a study by a University of 
Minnesota atmospheric scientist he 
said.

SIGHTING REPORTS.

More than 3>000 people have reported seeing UFO's near the Connecticut - 
New York border during the past few months (June - Aug. 1 8 U). 

About 700 people were crowded into the auditorium of a Junior High School 
The purpose of the symposium was to discuss a phenomenon that has fascinated 
wide stretches of south eastern New York State and Western Connecticut for 2 
years. 

It seems that thousands of people in the area have reported seeing strange 
objects in the night sky; usually described as V-shaped and about the size of a 
football field, the colossal "thing" is said to be absolutely noiseless and 
outlined in brilliant lights of white, green or amber. 

There have been so many sightings by so many apparently credible witnesses, 
that the curious often crowd the Taconic State Parkway, a major thoroughfare 
and prime location for viewing, between 8 and 9 p.m., the time most of the close 
encounters are said to have occurred. 

Switchboard operators at local police agencies complain of being 
constantly inundated with calls, and a hot line has been set up in Westchester 
County, N.Y. for field inquiries. 

A dozen supposed witnesses who recounted their stories before an 
enthralled audience at the "UFO Conference" filled an agenda that took 12 hours 
to complete. 

Dennis Sant, Deputy Clerk of Putnam County N.Y , approached the 
microphone to tell of having watched "it" hover over " int Highway 8 I 4 " one 
moonlit night. 

Richard Blasberg, a member of the school board in the white-collar 
village of Brewster N.Y., said that he has seen the "thing" twice, once 
in the company of about 10 of his neighbours in his back yard. 

The meeting had been preceded by a straightforward account of the enigma 
in the Saturday New York Times, providing at least an essence of legitimacy: 
and the sizable Press Corps covering the conference included; besides the 
predictable contingent from the supermarket tabloids, a number of representat¬ 
ives from news organisations. 

Those witnesses who addressed the Conference, uniformly insisted that 
what they observed could not have been a'plane, because of it's ability to 
hover motionless and shoot straight up in the sky, and also because of it’s 
eerie silence. 

Philip Imbrogno, a Greenwich High School science teacher, affiliated 
with the center for UFO studies, said many witnesses describe a solid object 
which can hover silently and sudderity- speed off. 

At least fO per cent of the sightings in the world take place in North 
America, he noted, adding that Connecticut was not considered a particularly 
intense area for KFO activity until recentlv. 

"In one year, Connecticut has become one 0 ^ the highest 1 sighting areas' 
in the world". 

Imbrogno believes that "epicenter" of this flap is in the Kent Cliff, 

N.Y. area where there is a large concentration of iron ore

In 1979 a physics student in Wuhan University of Hubei Province, Cha 
Lepkng, wrote to the readers section of Aerospace Knowledge, to promote the 
idea of Ufology; as a result, the unofficial student-based China UFO Research 
Organisation (CURO) was immediately established with eleven chapters, and as 
of the beginning of 1981 j. it had twenty-eight chapters throughout China. 

I think the most impressive part of the book is the photographs. When 
you see how important the subject of UFO's and other nysteries are taken in 
China, you suddenly realize that this is a world wide phenomenon and not 
just a Western World enigma. 

It is a well constructed book which is easy to read. I will look 
forward to a future book with more detailed information on UFO's.
